INVESTIGATION: 

In his Initiation Report, Sgt. Larry Knasiak reported that on 05 May 07, he spoke with 
HHHflwho stated that she filed a case report with Officer Howard Greer at the 
008“ District Station against Officer Castillo [on 02 May 07]. The case report indicated 
that [on 01 May 07], O fficer Castillo pushed ^^^^Hfrom a chair inside their 
residence. ^^^^Htold Sgt. Knasiak that Officer Casti llo had been stripped of his 
police powers and was assigned to Unit 376. ^^^^|insisted that she told Officer 
Greer of the facts at the time she filed the case report; therefore, Sgt. Knasiak initiated a 
separate investigation of alleged inattention to duty by Officer Greer under Log 
#1005473 which was assigned to the Internal Affairs Division. (Att.4) 

The General Offense Case report indic ates that dur ing a verbal altercation on 01 May 07 
at 2140 hours. Officer Castillo pushed the ground while she was seated in a 

chair causing soreness to her back and shoulders. She said she would seek her own 
medical attention. (Att.6) 

In an interview with IPRA, complainant ^^^^^^Hstatedthat she and Officer Castillo 
have been married for five years. In September 2005, ^^^^Band Officer Castillo had 
reconciled their relationship and stopped div orce proceedings . On 01 May 07, HHHi 
was home with her seven-year-old daughter, ^^^^^^^|and a family frien d, 
HHNIOfficer Castillo ca me home intoxicated and began calling “bitch” 

and a “whore” and accused^^^Hof wanting to sleep with her. Officer Castillo then 
stood up, charged at ^^^^Hwhere she was sitting, and pushed her on her head. 
Officer Castillo pushed ^^^^Hagain causing h er to fall backwards in the chair, and 
she struck her head and bruised her upper left arm. to calm down Officer 

Castillo and escorted him outside. While leaving out the front door, Officer C astillo 
slammed the screen door causing th e glass in side it to shatter around ^^^|who was 
standing there. Officer Castillo and ^^^Jcame back ins ide the residence. Officer 
Castillo sat down, began swearing again, and told ^^^^o “leave his fucking home.” 
MMtook Office r Castillo out side again to calm him down and admonish him for the 
way he was treating |^^^^^|She did not seek medical treatment as a result of this 
incident. 

mf^urther related that the next morning (02 May 07) when Officer Castillo 
returned home from work. Officer Castillo continued to call her names, while putting his 
finger in her face, and demanded that she get her “fucking ass” out of his house. | 
m it and went to the police station to file the case report. 

^^^^H sta ted she would give permission for interviewed but would like 

to ask her first because she was traumatized by the events that occurred. She later 
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decided that it would not be in the best interest of her daughter to be interviewed after the 
child stated that she did not wish to be interviewed. (Att. 7,17) 

On 07 May 07, ^^^ ^Jobtaine d an Order of Protection against Officer Castillo. In 
the Amended Petition, ^^^^^^urther related that on 15 Apr 07 inside their residence. 
Officer Castillo threatened her saying he would “kill her and take his life.” The Order of 
Protection was subsequently vacated on 23 Aug 07, (Atts.10-16) 

The Supplementary Report indicated that they reopened their case regarding the incident 
on 01 May 07 due to Officer Castillo being arrested for a subsequent domestic-related 
incident und er RD#HN- 402452 (which is being investigated by IPRA under Log 
#1006541). ^^^^^|did not want to pursue criminal charges against Officer Castillo 
for the incident on 01 May 07. Therefore, the Detective Division closed their case as 
“exceptionally cleared closed.” (Att. 19) 

Repeated attempts to interview witness ^^^^^^^vere unsuccessful. (Att. 18). 

Per Personnel Order #2008-065, Officer Castillo was separated from the Chicago Police 
Department effective 30 June 2008, therefore, no allegations were given to him. (Att. 20). 


CONCLUSION: 

The Reporting Investigator recommends that Allegations #1-5 against Officer Cardinal 
Castillo be classified at Not Sustained due to insufficient evidence to prove or disprove 
the allegations. Due to Officer Castillo’s separation from the Department, it is 
recommended that this investigation be terminated at this time. If Officer Castillo ever 
returns to the Department, this case can be re-opened.
